AN ACT Relating to kindergarten transition plans; and addi ng a new
section to chapter 28A 300 RCW

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 28A. 300
RCWto read as foll ows:

(1) The superintendent of public instruction shall work wth the
departnment of early learning to devel op kindergarten transition plans.
This shall include creating the format and content of the plans and
devel oping training for using the plans.

(2) The purpose of the kindergarten transition plans is to help
ki ndergarten teachers, parents, and early learning providers work
toget her to understand and plan for the social and academ c devel opnent
of kindergarten students. The plans shall be based upon research that
acknow edges all aspects of devel opnent, including cultural differences
anong children. The plans shall help support the snooth transitions
fromearly learning to kindergarten. The plans shall be devel oped to
be wused by parents, wearly learning and <child care providers,
preschool s, and ki ndergartens.
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(3) The plans shall be devel oped for use, to the extent possible,
begi nning in Septenber of 2007. The plans may initially be inplenented
in denonstration sites under the private-public partnership in RCW
43. 215. 070, in schools receiving state support for al | - day
ki ndergarten, and in primary-|evel denonstration projects.

(4) Kindergarten transition plans shall be inplenented in public
school districts across the state not l|ater than the 2009-10 school
year and shall also be available for voluntary use in child care
preschool, and other early |earning prograns.

(5) The superintendent of public instruction shall seek input on
the devel opnent of the plans from the sane categories of people who
were on the Washington early learning council or would be on an early
| earni ng advi sory council created during the 2007 |egislative session,
and other representatives fromthe K-12 comunity.

(6) By Decenber 31, 2008, the superintendent of public instruction
working with the departnent of early learning and the private-public
partnership in RCW 43.215.070, shall report its findings and
recommendations for statewde inplenentation to the education
commttees of the |egislature.
